President Eisenhower closed his 
official headquarters here today and 
took off for W ashington in his twin- 
engine Aero Commander at 12:18 
p.m. Mrs. Eisenhower will drive to 
W ashington later this afternoon. 
Jam es C. Hagerty, press secretary, 
told newsmen that the President's 
decision was dictated solely by the 
desire of Mrs' Eisenhower to get 
back to the White House a day early 
to complete preparations for the 
family’s observance of Christmas. 
They had planned originally to re­ 
turn to W ashington tomorrow. 
U ncertainty still surrounds the 
President'8 plans to spend more time 
In a warmer climate as prescribed 
b r his physicians. Hagerty said to­ 
day th at Augusta, Ga., is still under 
consideration, but th a t a number of 
other warm weather spots have not 
been ruled out. On Saturday Dr 
Paul Dudley White. Boston heart 
expert, pointed out th at the Presi­ 
dent needed a warmer climate in 
order to get the required exercise 
There has been no announcem ent 
when the President will make his 
southern trip. 
May Delay Trip 
The general impression Is that 
Eisenhower will delay his trip un­ 
til after the arrival of the new 
child for M ajor and Mrs. John Eis­ 
enhower. His other three grand­ 
children Will spend Christmas at 
the White House. 
The only official caller today was 
Dillon Anderson, special assistant 
to the President for national se­ 
curity measures. They met at the 
farm. Later today Eisenhower was 
scheduled to meet Secretary of State 
Dulles, who reported to him Mon­

Hagerty indicated that a press 
conference would be held later to­ 
day in Washington if activities war­ 
ranted such a meeting.

“C hristm as in Greece Is getting 
to be more Americanized every day,” 
according to Nick Meligakes. pro­ 
prietor of the 
Plaza R estaurant 
“Just the other day I received some 
Christm as cards from Greece, and 
I, in turn, sent some to my rela­ 
tives there. In the old days such a 
custom didn’t exist in Greece. 
"Since the w'ar things in moat 
European countries are beginning 
to be patterned after the American 
way of life. The world Is growing 
sm aller and smaller, and countries 
now 
are 
adopting 
one 
another's 
customs and manners. 
As far as Mr. Meligakes rem em ­ 
bers of hts youth spent in Greece, 
Christm as was mainly a 
religious 
holiday. There were no C luistm as 
trees, hanging of the greens or a 
Sc. Nicholas who showered the chil­ 
dren with gifts. G ifts were given to 
children on St. Basil’s Dav <which 
falls the sam e day as our New Year’s 
Day). On this day it is the custom 
of the older generation to give the 
young ones money. Sometimes the 
money is given In return for a 
serenade of Christm as songs. Nick 
compared St. Basti* Day and the 
festive activize# to th* American 


"tricks or treats” of Halloween. 
Pork Is Special Dish 
Prior to the Christm as feast there 
in w hat Nick called a kind of Lent, 
or w hat is called in some church*- 
Hie Advent. This is a period of 
fasting and purification before a 
great religious holiday. On Christ­ 
mas Day there Is a special service 
in the church for all members of 
the family. As for Christm as din­ 
ner, there are few turkeys around. 
The fowl is great delicacy in Greece. 
Mrs J. Lazos, of Gettysburg, says 
that Christm as celebrating in Greece 
extends over a two or three-day 
period 
of 
visiting, 
rejoicing 
and 
eating. Every family in Greece, from 
the richest to the poorest, kills a 
hog two days before Christmas Ac­ 
cording to the custom, says Mrs 
Laze*, alter the hog hangs for two 
days, It is cut into sections, cooked 
and eaten for the celebration. All 
the shops and places of business 
close for several days while people 
enjoy the celebration, tile eating 
and social visits to friends and rela­ 
tives. Later the remainder of the 
hog is butchered and sausages are 
made to be eaten during the year.

LADIES' NIGHT 


"When we give up the risk of 
doing we givp up the privilege of 
doing." Franklin Moore, manager of 
the Penn Harris Hotel. Harrisburg, 
told the local Rotary Club a t a 
Ladles' Night Christmas party M on­ 
day evening at the Hotel Gettysburg 
Describing a meeting In W ashing­ 
ton which he attended as president 
of the Inter-A m erican Hotel As­ 
sociation, he observed "I thought 
as the representatives of 14 coun­ 
tries gathered around the table for 
tills meeting arranged by the O r­ 
ganizations of American States th at 
125 years ago this would 
not be 
possible. The things we were talk- 
utg about would not have 
been 
I considered within the province of 
the government of the United States 
25 years ago. 
"I visited Paris ax vice president 
of the International Hotelmen’s As­ 
sociation, representing 52 countries 
of the free world. And I saw there 
empty buildings, while there was a 
tremendous 
need 
for housing. 
I 
asked why and was told th a t rent 
control kept control kept rents so 
low th a t the owners could not pay 
the taxes on the buildings and so 
!abandoned them. 
What Lincoln Forgot 
J 
"In Peru a hotel manager proudly 
told me his salary had been ad­ 
vanced in 15 years from 200 pesos 
to 1,200 pesos. But I knew th a t h« 
could buy more with the 200 pesos 
than the 1,200 and so I learned 
something about inflation. 
"A friend lent me a book 'The 
Rights of 
the 
American 
People’ 
written by a Japanese while teach­ 
ing at Harvard in 1906. I ran go 
page by page and strike out the 
things th at 
then 
were true, but 
are no longer true, because 
the 
government now can do them. We 
were th** first free people in 7.000 
years because of the American con­ 
stitution. 
"Lincoln’s Gettysburg Address is 
a far cry of freedom Tills country 
of ours was different. But Lincoln 
forgot th a t government of. by and 
for the people is only as good as 
the people. 
World Wants Peace 
"No m atter how much time we 
may have to study we will never 
encompass all of the lessons taught 
from the Nativity to Easier M orning 
Everything th at Christ said and did 
has something In it about the divine 
prerogatives of man. And much of 
that teaching was the basis for our 
American Constitution and Bill of 
Rights. 
"That was the reason the Con­ 
stitution lasted as long as it did 
It was founded on those basic p rin ­ 
ciples, 
the principles of freedom 
witiiout which no man can live .to 
the fullest.” 
Moore said his experience with 
people throughout the world, "led 
me to believe th a t all people seek 
peace. After World War I I was in 
the army of occupation in Germany. 
I found th a t those people against

fication for voting. 
The court ruled Benny and his 
wife. Edith, were domiciled at 820 
Olendalough Rd., Erdenheim . Pa., 
and had residence at 2432 H arbor 
Ave. in Avalon. The couple was 
convicted of voting fraudulently in 
Avalon at the Novem ber general 
elections in 1953 and 1954 and at 
the prim ary election in 1954. They 
were fined $500 each.
